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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because figure 3 is a copy of a pliotograpli tliat 
does not copy well. No details can be seen in figure 3, as the nature of the picture is 
too dark once copied. While the newly submitted picture is lighter and easier to see 
details, a line drawing would more clearly show details and transfer to a patent. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not Identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner In which the Invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kikkawa et a! (5,689,141) in view of Poteet et al (2003/0052485). 
Kikkawa et al disclose applicants' basic inventive concept, a natural gas liquefying 
device which derives electrical energy from a starter motor/generator with a frequency 
converter to increase the frequency during start-up (see lines 1-27 of column 6) and 
using the motor generator to supplement the energy derived from the turbine if 
necessary, substantially as claimed with the exception of returning electricity to the 
electrical grid and showing the generator between the compressor and the turbine. 
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Poteet et al shows in figure 5 a motor/generator 652 between compressor 654 and 
turbine 658. the three components are all on the same shaft and the motor/generator 
connected to electrical network 664 to receive or send electricity. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicants' invention from the 
teaching of Poteet et al to modify the liquefying/generating system of Kikkawa et al by 
using grid electricity to start the system with energy being returned to the grid when 
possible to use available energy for start-up and to supply the energy where it can be 
best utilized and to place the generator between the compressor and the turbine to 
ensure proper energy transfer to the generator. In regard to claims 3,4,10 and 11, it is 
noted that pulse width modulation and modular construction are well known in the 
frequency converter art and as such would have been obvious to an ordinary 
practitioner in the art. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-1 1 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Poteet et al show a motor/generator between a compressor and a turbine. The 
compressor is disclosed as a compressor for a pipeline, but the reference states that 
other uses, such as pumps would work as well. Even if the forces are not identical to 
applicant's device, the teaching of Poteet et al would lead an ordinary practitioner in the 
art to try placing the compressor and turbine on the ends of the shaft.
